NEW YORK. Jan. 9.—A few days 


ago the anthracite coal miners, thru 
their union, announced they must have 
a 20 per cent wage advance for 1922 
in order to be able to Ine and keep 
their families in decency and comfort. 
The announcement was met by 
the 


coal operators with the 
declaration' 


that wages must be reduced—with the 
familiar alternative 
that otherwise 


"the public" must continue to pay the 
present high prices for coal. 
| 


Now come authentic reports 
from 


the Eastern Pennsylvania mining dis- 
tricts showing that more than 30,000 
of the 1-15.000 hard coal miners in that 
section are either idle or working only j 
part time because of the "lack of de- 
mand"- for the fuel. 
This condition, 


coal mine union officials point out, is 
one that exists regularly and normal- 
ly every year, and it is this fact— 
that coal miners never have employ- 
ment more than two-thirds or at most 
three-fourths of the time—which 
the 


operators always "forget" to mention' 
when they put out their statements ( 
of the daily wages of the miners. 


Among the Pennsylvania 
mines 


which have shut down recently 
are 


those of the Pennsylvania Coal Com- 
pany, employing 
10.000 men; the 


Cranberry Colliery of the Lehigh Coal 
&. Navigation Company—which 
also 


has closed a number of collieries iu 
the Hazleton district, and nine Scran- 
ton coal collieries employing 
more 


than -5000 men. In addition, seventeen 
Glen Alden Coal Company collieries in 
Lackawanna and Luzerne-cos employ- 
ing 19,000 men, have been working on 
a three-day-a-week schedule, while six 
collieries of the Temple Coal Com- 
pany, employing 10,000 men. also are 
on a three-day-a-week schedule. Eight 
Lehigh Valley Coal Company collier- 
ies In the Wilkesbarre region still are 
completely tied up by a strike of SOOO 
miners.

from the government. 


Making this statement, Wendell P. 


Miller, rural extension engineer of the 
Ohio State University remarks that 
picric acid 
has proved as 
safe to 


handle as dynamite; that it develops 
a somewhat greater explosive force, 
and that the toxic effects of dynamite, 
which often give those who work with 
it headaches, seems to be absent from 
the acid. 


If more is ordeied for Ohio fann- 


ers, it will be thru the State College 
of Agriculture and further shipments 
will have to come from Government 
arsenals in New Mexico. Thc freight
